Two Armed Men Tie Up

Diamond jewelry and _ unset 
stones valued at more than $8000 
were stolen in: a holdup at the

Mr. Smith was the son of Els- 


worth F. and Isabel De Mun Chenie 
Smith, and was descended from 
the founders of St. Louis. He was 
a native of St. Louis, and was edu- 
cated in St. Louis University. His 
early employment was in_ the 
wholesale grocery business, with 
the Greeley-Burnham and Scudder- 
Gale companies. Later he became 
associated with David R. Francis. 
He was head of the bond depart- 
ment. 

In 1915 he became a vice presi- 
dent o7 the Mississippi Valley Trust 
Co., and he succeeded tothe presi- 
dency of the company in 1925. He 
was an active mover in the consoli- 
dation of 1929, in which the State 
National Bank and the Merchants- 
Laclede National were united with 
the Mississippi Valley, as the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Merchants State 
Trust Co. Later the single name 
of Mississippi Valley was resumed. 

He became ill in the spring of 
1930, and spent the summer of that 
year at Harbor Point, Mich., re- 
turning in the fall apparently much 
improved. He resumed his active 
work at the bank, and continued 
until shortly before his departure 
for California last June.

HENDERSON WANTS BRITAIN

In Election Manifesto He Demands 
. Negotiations for Canceling War

LONDON, Oct. 9. — Arthur Hen- 
derson, head of the Labor Party, 
called for complete reorganization 
of the British social and economic 
system on a socialistic basis in an 
election manifesto issued this eve- 
ning. 

He demanded that negotiations 
to cancel the war debts and rep- 
arations be opened between the 
Young plan signatories and the 
United States, and he called for an 
international conference to develop 
a uniform monetary policy. 

The manifesto pledges the Labor

RESPONSIBLE FOR 
THREE GAS DEATHS 


Coronet’s Jury Charges 
Criminal Carelessness in 
Killing of Family by 
Fumes From Flat Below. 


ALDERMAN OFFERS 
SAFETY MEASURE 


Introduces ‘Bill to Forbid 
Use of Poisons for Killing 
Vermin—Eight Fatalities 
in Two Years. 


A Coroner’s verdict of criminal 
carelessness was returned today 
against Wallace Mullen, operator 
of an exterminating company at 
1482 Union boulevard, at an in- 
quest into the death of Charles 
Schweppe, his wife, Mrs. Bernice 
Schweppe, and their  4-year-old 
daughter, Ruth. The three were 
found dead of poisonous. fymes 
yesterday in their flat at 4808A 
Maffitt avenue, above a flat which 
Mullen fumigated Wednesday night. 

Mullen’s $15,000 bond, under 
which he had been held for the 
Coroner, was continued. He did 
not testify on advice of counsel. 

While the inquest was under 
way, a bill prohibiting the use of 
poisonous gas or acids. in fumigat- 
ing dwellings was introduced in 


-the Board of Aldermen by Alder- 


man Wimer of the Twenty-seventh 
Ward. 

Eight fatalities from fumigating 
gas have occurred in St. Louis in 
the last two years. Those in 1931 
were the deaths of John Allen, Ne- 
gro janitor at the Parcade Apart- 
ments, 4394 West Pine boulevard; 
Joseph Reagan, a fumigator, who 
was killed when he entered a 
house at 4157 McPherson avenue 
without a gas mask; Maria Louisa, 
baby daughter of Mr. and Mrs, 
Elmer Spencer, 508 Walton ave- 
nue, who entered an unlocked 
neighboring apartment, and the 
Schweppes. 

: Finding of the Bodies. 

The owner of the four-family flat 
where the Schweppes lived is Pat- 
rick J. Rice, a city fireman, of 4938 
Maffitt avenue, whose son, James 
P. Rice, is one of the tenants of 
the building. Patrick Rice, seek- 
ing to discover why the lights were 
on in the Schweppe flat and none of 
the family about, found the bodies 
at 2:30 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. 

That of Schweppe, clothed in 
trousers, shirt and house slippers, 
was lying in the bathtub; that of 
his wife, in night‘ clothes, across 
the foot of her bed, and the child’s 
body in the bed. Windows of the 
flat had been closed, apparently 
for the heavy rain which fell 
Wednesday night. 

The owner testified he’ had hired 
Mullen to fumigate the flat of Syl- 
vester Meiers, on the first floor di- 
rectly under that of the Schweppes, 
and had discussed the kind of gas 
to be used. 

He testified Mullen had assured 
him none of the fumes would leak 
into the other flats, and had said 
the gas used would be harmless to 
human beings or any animals, al- 
though absorption of the gas in 
water might kill goldfish. Mullen 
told police he had made no such 
statements. 

Tells of Famigation. 

Mullen said he placed the fumi- 
gating mixture in the flat at 11 
o’clock Wednesday night, locked 
the doors and put up warning 
signs. He said he had not warned 
any of the tenants himself but had 
left that responsibility to the own- 
er. James P. Rice, however, testi- 
fied he had notified all the tenants, 
including Schweppe, but had not 
told them the fumigation would 
take place Wednesday night or that 
it was dangerous to them. He said 
he himself did not know the gas 
was poisonous. 

Mullen had obtained a permit 
from the Department of Public 
Safety before he started fumigat- 
ing. The mixture he used is one 
which produces hydrocyanic acid 
gas, fumes of which are commonly 
used for killing vermin. Hydrocy- 
anic acid gas is deadly poisonous 
and is nearly colorless, with only 
a faint odor. 

The Meiers family had occupied 
the fumigated flat about a week, 
and spent Wednesday night at the 
home of relatives. 3 

Schweppe, who was 25 years old, 
was employed as a mechanic by the 
Gross Motor Co., 1817 Locust 
street. His wife was 22 years old.

BOTH SIDES PLEDGED 
TO ABIDE BY FINDING 


Former Mayor Who Was 
Selected by Workers Will 
File Separate Opinion — 
New Scale Runs Until 
May 20, 1932. 


The Board of Arbitration in the 
street railway wage case today an- 
nounced its decision favoring the 
Public Service Co.’s proposal to re- 
duce by 10 per cent the rates of 
pay of trainmen and other union 
employes. About 3500 employes 
are directly affected, put the com- 
pany has said it would apply the 
same reduction to the remainder 
of its 4800 employes. 

The decision was dissented from 
by One of the three arbitrators, 
former Mayor Henry W. Kiel, who 
said he would file a separate opin- 
ion. The two majority members of 
the board were former Circuit 
Judge Harry E. Sprague, chairman. 
and E. J. Miller, a manufacturer, 
selected by the company. Kiel was 
selected by the street car men’s 
union and Sprague was chosen by 
the other two. 

In submitting the wage dispute 
to arbitration both the union and 
the company stipulated that they 
would accept the findings of the 
board. The decision will be ef- 
fective from Oct. 1 last only until 
expiration of the present working 
contract May 20, 1932. 

The board’s decision was based 
largely upon the company’s finan- 
cial distress, the opinion stating: 
‘The majority of this board deem it 
their imperative duty to prevent 
another receivership of this proper- 
ty during the present crisis, if it 
lies within their power to do so.” 
After commenting on various 
phases of the company’s financial 
operations, the’ opinion states: 
“With reference to the sugges- 
tion made during the hearings, 
that 6 per cent on the collateral

But if it .meang 
that with living costs reduced at 
least 6 per cent from 1928 prices, 
(adopting union exhibit 65A for 
such showing) workers may still 
claim that 1928 wage scales be 
maintained in full, in preference to 
meeting fixed charges—if it means 
that, with revenue fallen to a 
point where the company can no 
longer meet interest and sinking 
fund obligations on its funded debt 
and at the same time maintain the 
full 1928 wage scale in the face 
of admitted reductions in living 
costs, it must maintain the wage 
scale at the risk of losing its prop- 
erty by foreclosure, the majority of 
this Board cannot, and do not 
herein, subscribe to the principle.” 


Issue Purely Local, 


Another argument in the board’s 
opinion, is that failure to reduce 
wages might result in an increase 
in the fare, which in the view of 
the board would be unjust to the 
majority of citizens who must use 
public transportation. 

The majority of the board ex- 
plicitly disavows that it was influ- 
enced in any way by news reports 
of recent wage reducfions in other 
industries. The issue was deter- 
mined’purely as a local one and on 
the basis of facts, it is stated’ 
“All that the majority of the 
board has attempted to do herein,” 
the opinion says, “is to determine 
what, in their combined opinion, it 
is best to do to insure adequate 
street car transportation during 
the remaining seven and one-half 
months of the wage contract be- 
tween the union and the company.” 

The Award of the Board. 

The award of the board, fol- 
lowing the . discussion of the 
evidence and the issues, is stated 
thus: 

“As a result of the foregoing 
findings and opinions, the Board 
of Arbitrators, speaking through 
the majority of its members, hold 
that the 10 per cent reduction in 
wages of the members of the 
Amalgamated Union herein in- 
volved, is justified by the evi- 
dence.” 

Continuing with the statement 
that the Board is in hearty sym- 
pathy and accord with the prin- 
ciple of sustaining high wages, the 
opinion goes on: “But aims and 
ideals must sometimes yield or 
even give way to compellimg ne- 
cessity. Abstract principles, too 
often perhaps, must be sacrificed 
to meet the exigencies of concrete 
facts. No necessity is greater or 
more compelling than lack of 
funds, and with the company fac- 
ing the deficit which we have 
analyzed above, the majority ar- 
bitrators who join in this report 
believe that there is no other solu- 
tion but the one they have chosen.” 

The opinion then concludes saith 
the statement that the “funda- 
mental trouble which afflicts this 
company is that it is taxed to 
death,” and a discussion of the 
various tax burdens it has to bear, 
amounting to about 10 per cent of 
its gross revenue.

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BANKS FORMED 


Will Issue Up to Billion of 
Debentures to Partici- 
pants in New Pooling 
Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—The 


emergency banking organization to 
handle frozen assets of banks along 
the lines proposed by President 
Hoover in his $500,000,000 bank 
pool plan, is to be incorporated 
today as the National Credit Cor- 


poration. 

Mortimer N. Buckner, chairmapr 
of the New York Trust Co., and 
president of the New York Clear- 
ing House Association, in an- 
nouncing the organization of the 
new corporation, seid the charter 
would be applied for in Dover, Del. 

The new credit corporation, 


with main offices in New York, 
will be authorized to issue up to 
$1,000,000,000 of debentures to 
subscribing banks, which are le- 
ing asked to participate to the ex- 
tent of 2 per cent of their net time 
and demand deposits, and will be 
capitalized with 12 nominal shares 
of stock of $100 par value each to 
be voted by a director appointed 
from each Federal Reserve dis- 
trict. 

The corporation plans to raise 
$500,000,000 at the start, by the 
sala of debentures to banks, but 
under its charter, it may increase 
this amount up to $1,000,000,000 
by the sale of additional deben- 
tures. Virtually all of its cash will 
be raised by the sale of these deb- 
entures, since its stock capitaliza- 
tion will be nominal. 

The opinion in Wall street today 
is that Buckner will head the or- 
ganization. 

Buckner’s Statement. 

Buckner’s statement, issued last 
night, read: 

“A plan for organization and 
co-operation of a national credit 
corporation was unanimously 
adopted this afternoon by the or- 
ganization committee appointed by 
Governor George L. Harrison of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, and provides the machinery 
for administering a fund of $500,- 
000,000 requested by the President 
of the United States. 

“The project contemplates the 
establishment of a corporation 
through the operation of which 
banks throughout the country may, 
when necessary, procure accommo- 
dation upon the basis of sound 
assets, which are not legally eligi- 
ble for rediscount at the Federal 
Reserve banks. This does not 
mean, however, that banks will 
have the privilege of applying to 
the corporation for cash where 
there is no immediate need. 

“The details of the organization 
of groups or associations of banks 
in each district will be under the 
supervision and control of the 4di- 
rector of the National Credit Cor- 
poration from that district. 

“It is contemplated that the Na- 
tional Credit Corporation will have 
its main office in the city of New 
York and its home organization 
will be comparatively small, the 
personnel being offered by the lo- 
cal banks.”

As security the debentures of the 
National Credit Corporation will be 
secured by the notes cf the various 
groups, the notes of the borrowing 
banks and the security furnished 
by them and cash on hand subject 
to the payment of the running ex- 
penses of the corporation. 

“In addition to subscriptions 
from banks, the corporation may 
receive subscriptions to debentures 
from other sources to which loans 
are not available,” Buckner’s state- 
ment pointed out. ‘ This will per- 
mit private banking firms to par- 
ticipate in the raising of the capi- 
tal. 

The debentures will be payable 
one year from their date with the 
right of renewal by the corporation 
not exceeding in the aggregate 
three additional years but subject 
to earlier redemption, 

The debentures will pay Interest, 
if earhed, up to but not exceeding 
6 per cent annually, payable only 
out of the surplus and net income.

ARKANSAS ASSEMBLY PASSES 
BILL TO CUT COTTON ACREAGE 


Measure Goes to Governor: Plan 
for Total Prohibition in 

1932 Seems mae 

| By the Associated Prees. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. Oct. 3.— 
The Arkansas Legislature complet- 
ed action today on a bill embody- 
ing essential provisions of the 
Texas cptton acreage reduction plan 
and th® bill now goes to the Gov- 
ernor. The Senate, which previ- 
ously had passed its own measure, 
approved the Houge bill by a vote 
of 30 to 0 this morning. 

The act would become effective 
only after states producing three- 
fourths of the American cotton in 
1930 have adopted similar laws. 

The Arkansas act, for the passage 
of which Gov. Parnell called the 
Lecislature into special session last 
Wednesday, would, like the wexas 
law, restrict cotton acreage in 1% 
and 1933 to 30 per cent of the ssid 
in cultivation in 1931. 

The House today passed the Gra- 
ham bill, similar to the Louisiana 
law for prohibiting the growing cf 
cotton in 1932. The vete was 52 
to 32. The Senate yesterday de- 
feated a similar bill, indicating the

situation. The conference there- 
fore recommends an additional Dis- 
trict Judge for the Western District 
of Missouri with the understanding 
that he would be subject to as- 
signment for service as necessary 
in the Eastern District.”’ 

Kimbrough Stone, presiding 
Judge of the Eighth United States 
Judicial Circuit (which includes 
Missouri), said he would recom- 
mend two additional District 
Judges for Missouri at the confer- 
ence. There are six Federal Judges 
in Missouri, four in the Western, or 
Kansas City District, and two in 
the Eastern, or St. Louis District. 
Judicial business in the Eastern 
District is nearly twice that in the 
Western District.

District of Coh Columbia Su- 
preme Court Instructs 
House Clerk to Produce 
Campaign Documents. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON. Oct, 9.—The 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court today ordered William Tyler 
Page, clerk @@ the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to produce before a 
grand jury the original campaign 
fund reports of Bishop James Can- 
non Jr. 

Page said he would comply and 
present the documents he refused 
to deliver yesterday. saying it was 
contrary to rules of the Houge, 

“IT have been forced to the con- 
clusion that the statements _re- 
quested by the grand jury should 
be produced, " Justice James Proc- 
tor ruled, 

“In my opinion,” he said, “Mr. 
Page, in a natural desire to full his 
duties, has misconstrued the mean- 
ing of the resolution adopted by the 
House in 1879 upon which his po- 
sition rests.’’ 

He said the resolution excepted 
documents “the House itself may 
have made public.” 

“Having in mind that the cor- 
rupt practices act makes these 
statements a public record,” he 
added, “it seems to me these re- 
porta come within the very terms 
and spirit of the exception made 
in the House rule.” 


Page came into court accompan- 
ied by his secretary and a certified 
copy of the atni-Smith expenditure 
reports filed by Miss Ada I, Bur- 
roughs, treasurer of the Bishop's 
1928 campaign organization. The 
certificate was signed by Edwin 
Thayer, Secretary of the Senate, 
and the copies had been printed 
by direction of the Senate Cam- 
paign Funds Committee headed by 
Senator Nye of North Dakota. 

The House clerk contended such 
certificates repeatedly had been 
accepted by United States Courts. 
but Justice Proctor said he could 
not rule them sufficient in the ab- 
sence of an express act making 
them legal evidence. 

Others called included Edwin C. 
Jameson, New York financier, and 
_former Senator Joseph Frelinghuy- 
sen, a New Jersey Republican, con- 
tributors of $65,300 and $10,000, 
respectively, to the clergyman’s 
campaign. 

Dr. A. J. Barton of Wilmington. 
N. C., who joined Bishop Cannon 
in calling the Asheville conference 
where the anti-Smith Democratic 
campaign was Organized, and Dr. J. 
Sidney Peters, secretary of the 
ahti-Smith headquarters at New- 
port News, Va., were the first wit- 
nesses heard. 

Both Dr. Peters and Miss Ada L. 
Burroughs, treasurer of the organi- 
zation, who is named with Bishop 


Cannon in the grand jury inquiry, 
refused to testify before the Senate 
Campagin Committee headed by 
Senator Nye of North Dakota. Dr. 
Peters left the stand almost imme- 
diately, but returned in the,after- 
noon for a longer stay after con- 
sulting attorneys. Wilson’ said, 
however, there were no reluctant 
witnesses. 

Before the first day of the in- 
quiry ended, L. P. Oliver, Justice 
Department investigator, Charles 
Warden, former vice president of. 
the Continental Bank & Trust Co. 
of Washington and R. P. de Clair- 
mont, banker of Hackensack, N. J., 
testified.

CHURCH BODY SAYS INDUSTRY 
MUST PROVIDE FOR ITS JOBLESS 


Commission at Rock River Episco- 
pal Conference Opposes Pri- 
vate Charity.

CHICAGO, Oct. 8.—A new  in- 
dustrial system whose chief con- 
cern would be the welfare of hu- 
man beings was advocated before 
ministers of the Rock River Epis- 
copal conference yesterday by a re- 
port of its social service commis- 
sion. 

Protesting against private char- 
ity as the chief means of unem- 
ployment relief, the commission de- 
clared that “industry itself must!

The report of the commission 
characterized the present industrial 
system as resembling more “the

practice of the Christian family”

ployer and the employe as a means 
ef future relief.

Organized labor’s demand for 2.75 


per cent beer crystallized today at 
the American Fed-ration of Labor 
convention and committeemen in- 
dicated resolutions for repeal of the 


would be sidetracked. 

Matthew Woll, chairman of a 
committee working for a change in 
the Volstead act, explained that 
2.76 per cent beer would be of the 
same strength as the Canadian 
draft brew sold here. 

“By 2.75 per cent beer I mean 
about 3.10 per cent by volume,” he 
said. “Just like the ordinary Ca- 
nadian beverage. I am not re- 
ferring to bottled beer or the 
stronger ales.” 

President William Green, who 
also favora legalization of 2.76 per 
cent beer; W. J. McDonough, head 
of the Building Trades Union, and 
other leaders indicated most dis- 
cussion of resolutions dealing with 
alcohol would take place behind 
closed doors of the resolutions com- 
mittee. The committee ‘s expected 
to report favorably on that sec- 
tion ot the executive council's re- 
port favoring’ 2.75 per cent beer. 
The committee also is expected to 
report non-concurrence in resolu- 
tions advocating repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment ard repeal 
of the Volstead act. 

Hoover Dam Company Assailed. 

McDonough said discussion of 
the Building Trades Council resolu- 
tion to compel carpenters, elec- 
tricians and bricklayers to get into 
the department or stay out of the 
federation would be taken up next 
Tuesday. 

The committee on resolutions 
awaited a report on the Hoover 
dam contract of the Six Companies, 
Inc., which was attacked bitterly 
at hearings. Delegates character- 
ized the project as ‘“‘n $700,000,000 
outrage” and referred to “inhuman 
working conditions,” They were 
Joe Reed, Portland, and H. C. 
Junemann, Las Vegas, Nev. Sev- 
eral delegates said they thought a 
congressional inquir-- would satisfy 
them better than resolutions asking 
that Congress be requested to with- 
hold funds from the project until 
the Six Companies adopted a “reg- 
ular wage scale.” 

Unemployment Insurance. 

A vigorous defense of the opera- 
tion of unemployment insurance in 
Great Britain was made before the 
convention by British fraternal del- 
egates. 

“The British workman is just 
as anxious now as he ever was to 
get work,” F. Wolstencroft, gener- 
al secretary of the Wood Workers’ 
organization in Great Britain, said. 
He said that careful supervision of 
unemployment insurance payments 
prevented workmen from receiving 
any benefits when jobs of any kind 
were available. 

J. Beard, representative of the 
transport and general unions of 
Great Britain, characterized criti- 
cism of the principle of unemploy- 
ment insurance as “downright lies” 
by persons unfriendly to labor. 

“No man in England gets some- 
thing for nothing,” said Beard. 
“The worker is a citizen of the 
country. We feel it belongs to him. 
He should care for it, and it for 
him. It has been implied that 
young England. is lying on its 
back looking at the stars instead 
of working. There was never a 
more contemptible Me about my 


ympathy. 

“This may be the moment in 
Ramsay MacDonald’s career when 
he stands ag Lincoln did when he 
entered the Civil War. I feel that 
we are going to come through. The 
unemplyoment figures are better 
now.” 

President Green assured the 
Britons of the “broad, sympathetic 
attitude” of American workmen. 
American problems are different 
than those of Great Britain, Green 
said, pointing out that Britain has 
“no supreme court to nullify the 
acts of Parliament.” “After we 
have fought through the Legisla- 
tures of 48 states to get passed 
some forward-looking law,” Green 
said, “there still is the great power 
of the Supreme Court to say 
whether that law is to go into ef- 
fect.”

Situation and How Rediscount 
Corporation: Is Expected to Give Aid 


Prominent St. Louis Banker Thinks Pooling 
of Resources Will Change Severe Loan Pol- 
icles Now Hampering Credit.

large redis- 
corporation proposed by 


President Hoover is designed to 


relieve and the probable effects of 
such a corporation were described 
for the Post-Dispatch today by a 
leading banker of St. Louis, a man 
long identified with one of the 
city’s most conservative banks. The 
President suggested that the banks 
of the country subscribe $500,- 
000,000 as the capital of the re- 


‘| discount corporation and it was an- 


nounced that New York bankers 
were ready to put up $150,000,000 
of the amount. 

The purpose is two-fold, first, to 
broaden credit for the conduct of 
industry, and second, to place 
many hard-pressed banks in a bet- 
ter bookkeeping position with ref- 
erence to the ratio between quick 
assets and demand liabilities. The 
effect of the latter would be to im- 
prove publ’ confidence which has 
been appreciably weakened in 
many communities, 

This banker pointed out that 
many large banks have on hand 
reserves in excess of the normal 
requirements; that the reserve po- 
sition of other banks has suffered 
because of the shrinkage in value 
of collateral and the freezing up 
of assets which normally could be 
promptly liquidated. 

St. Louis’ Banking Stability. 

“Tear,” he said, “is the great 
trouble. As long as the situation 
is upset and the confidence of the 
people is impaired, it will be neces- 
sary for strong banks to maintain 
abnormally large liquid reserves. 


_They will be over-cautious in mak- 


pairing their liquid condition. As 
it is, they must be prepared to meet 
the demands of depositors who 
withdraw funds through fear. For- 
tunately, St. Louis .banks have 
been particularly strong in this re- 
spect. In New York today St. 


Louis is looked upon as a striking | 


example of banking stability. 

“The rediscount corporation 
would help the banks by making 
it possible for them to realize cash 
on collateral which although per- 
fectly sound, is not, under the law, 


| acceptable for rediscount by the 


Federal Reserve Banks. Many 
banks which because of frozen as- 
sets are having difficulty in main- 
taining satisfactory liquidity, or 


icash reserve position, thus could at- 


tain a better liquid position and re- 
store the confidence of their de- 
positors. 

‘“Other banks, already strongly 
fortified with cash, could obtain 
from the rediscount corporation, on 
collateral which the law will not 
permit the Federal Reserve Banks 
to accept, additional credit with 


individuals and business concerns, 
is hedged about with strict limita- 
tions as to acceptability by Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks, The \finan- 
cial statement of the borrower 
must show quick assets of two to 
one and even then the term of the 
loan -must not exceed 90 days. 
These are hard and fast restric- 
tions of the law. The rediscount 
corporation would be free to exer- 
cise its judgment in individual 
cases, the banker said, and in 
many cases might safely extend 
credit on paper barred by the Fed- 
eral Reserve law. 

The rediscount corporation might 
also extend credit on conservative 
real estate mortgages, another 
form of collateral barred by the 
Federal Reserve law, the banker 
said, and might also “e able to ac- 
cept some of the good but slow 
assets of closed banks, thus re- 
leasing to depositors and other 
creditors in part funds which 
otherwise might be tied up during 
a long process of lquidation.

The Chancellor also has 
reserved for himself the post of 
Foreign Minister vacated by Dr, 
Julius Curtius. 

The new Cabinet includes: Dr, 
Bruening, Chancellor and Foreign 
Minister; Gen. Wilhelm Groener, 
Defense and Interior; Hermann 
Dietrich, Finance; Martin Schiele, 
Food and Agriculture; Georg 
Schaetzel, Posts and Telegrams;

All 
are prepared to rise in arms at the 
first opportunity. This is actual 
proof that Chang Hsuah-liang and 
his soldiers are still maintaining a 
hostile attitude against the Japan- 
nese.” 

Special Envoys Sent to Mukden. 

Discord and lack of understand- 
ing between the Foreign Office and 
the War Office incidental to the 
trouble in Manchuria caused the 
Cabinet today to dispatch two spe- 
cial envoys to Mukden to serve as 
liaison officers between the Jap- 
anese Government and its military 
authorities there.

A DEPORTATION REFORM. 

The Government has decided to permit alien po- 
litical refugees, under deportation sentence, to go to 
Russia instead of to their homelands, if they prefer. 
This announcement, in the Guido Serio case, is an 
important reversal of the previous ‘intolerant policy. 
Many political refugees, like Serio, are in danger of 
imprisonment or death if returned to the countries 
from which they escaped. Yet America, former haven 
of the politically oppressed, had persisted in trying 
‘to send these exiles home. Serio was an anti-Fascist 
who escaped from Italy in 1927, bearing four stiletto 
wounds as mementoes of his opposition to the regime 
there. Joining the Communists in this country, he 
was arrested for a speech at Erie, Pa., and sentenced 
to return to Italy. He had a Russian visa and dis 
played a certified check for his passage there, but the 
Department of Labor insisted on Italy. 

Federal Judge Bondy, hearing the case, urged the 
department to “use a little common sense,” but this 
has been sadly lacking until the present action. Per- 
haps the fact that the Wickersham Commission's re- 
port on deportation discussed the case in detail and 
condemned the policy had something to do with the 
change of front. Federal Judge Woolsey went to the 
heart of this issue in comment on the case of Tao 
Hsuan Li, a Chinese radical, under similar sentence. 
He said: “If definite exclusion is the aim desired, 
I don’t see that it matters where the undesirable alien 
is deported to. Certainly, we do not want to send 
him to death.” 

There was nothing obligatory about sentencing men 

to death for being Communists, since for years po 
litical fugitives had been allowed to go where they 
chose, discretion resting with the Secretary of Labor. 
The recent anti-Red agitation, dramatized by the Fish 
Committee report, caused a change in policy. A Civil 
Liberties Union Bulletin quotes a high official] of the 
Labor Department as saying in explanation: “It is 
against good policy to allow these Communists to 
come here, learn about American conditions and then 
permit them to go to Russia to help organize there a 
revolution in this country.” To prevent that dread- 
ful contingency, the policy became death by deporta- 
tion, although, as the Wickersham report said, “The 
whole purpose of deportation is not to punish the 
alien, but to rid the country of him.” 
Serio now refuses to go to Russia, news dispatches 
say. This is because his case has become a cause 
celebre among Communists, and that group will fight 
his deportation to the limit. Bureaucracy, endeavor- 
ing to check Communism, has added fuel to the 
flames by giving the radicals a grievance. The new 
policy, however, gives promise that there will be no 
more such, cases to stimulate their cause. 
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PEAN TO THE PAWPAW. 

He didn’t name the object of his lamentations, but 
it was that neglected delicacy of our autumn woods, 
the pawpaw, which the poet had in mind when he 
penned his doleful lines. No other product of forest 
or field so completely answers the sad fate of being 
born to blush unseen and waste its sweetness on the 
desert air. For this is the time, young housewives 
of the kitchenette, when the pawpaw’s luscious brown 
fruit hangs in the wooded glades awaiting the com- 
ing of the all too few pickers who have been intro- 
duced to its indescribable sweetness. With the crop 
heavier than usual this October, the ether-like aroma 
of ripening groves now is being wafted on the au- 
tumn breeze over many a hill. For the fortunate 
minority who know the rare delight of pickled paw- 
paws, there are the green ones, and for those who 
like theirs preserved, the ones which are beginning to 
turn. Anybody who has eaten the soft buttery flesh 
of a pawpaw at the stage of just-rightness requires 
but the merest mention of the word to stand his taste 
buds on their toes. What the pawpaw needs fs an ad- 
vertising manager, or perhaps, until it becomes bet- 
ter known, a clever publicity agent. Let the pawpaw 
once get onto the food pages and the scoffers will 
remain to make it into pies. 
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RECOGNIZED, PERHAPS; NOT PRACTICED. 
In addressing the Pan-American commercial con- 
ference, Mr. Hoover said: “We recognize that the 
prosperity of each and every nation contributes to 
the prosperity of all.” It may be that this obvious 
economic truth is everywhere recognized, but it would 
not be much of an exaggeration to say that it is 


+practiced nowhere. 


Nations, like individuals, are first of all concerned 
with furthering their own interests, safeguarding and 
promoting their own prosperity, with little regard for 
the effect their policies have on other nations. 
Nobody would, we believe, seriously contend that 
any solicitude for any other nation was shown .at 
Washington during the pendency of the Hawley- 
Smoot tariff bill. And it wasn’t that Washington 
didn’t know how other nations felt. Never before 
in our history was there such wide and earnest pro- 
test, embodying threats of reprisal in many instances 
which have since been carried out. It will be recalled, 
perhaps, that one Senator airily dismissed the re- 
monstrances with the remark that we are always 
bombarded with that kind of criticism when writing 
a tarift bill, It may further be recalled that for a 
long time we justified our tariff with the cynical 
myth that “the foreigner pays the tax.” 

That fiction is buried, but it shows how we felt 
about the other fellow’s prosperity then, and that is 
our position now. Imagine Grundy posing as his 
distant brother’s economic keeper! Imagine any dis- 
ciple of Grundyism restraining his greed because of 
scruples as to what might happen across the sea or 
below the isthmus! , 

To be sure, the United States is no more and no 
less blameworthy in this respect than any other na- 
tion. Statesmanship has not yet grasped the truth 
that the prosperity of each nation contributes to the 
prosperity of all, But we may bs moving toward 
a clearer concept of economic interdependence under 
the slings and arrows of this outrageous depression. 
That knowledge may, too, be worth the price. 
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NO BUYERS’ STRIKE FOR THEM. 

The House Purchasing Committee during the last 
session of the Legislature provided generously, yes, 
handsomely, for our Representatives, so Larry Brunk 
says. Embossed stationery for every member, and in 
liberal quantities, too. Not enough, perhaps, to han- 
dle the’ correspondence, say, of a movie ‘actress, but 
entirely adequate to the needs of\solemn makers of 
the laws. And pencils in profusion, and paper drink- 
ing cups and vacuum cleaners, and hideaway ash 
trays. 

Eugenie hats, initialed cigarette cases, golf hose, 
roadsters, first editions, the unexpurgated works of 
Charlies U. Becker, pocket flaskse—we find no men- 
| tion of any of these desirable or delectable objets 
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@art, but Brunk has not finished with his House 
cleaning yet. Anyhow, it was a sumptuous session, 
and the House Purchasing Committee, if Brunk’s in- 
formation is correct, was not implicated in, and had 
no sympathy with, the so-called buyers’ strike. It 


bought magnificently. 
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ways: more economy measures, assumption of dicta- 
torial powers by the Government and formation of 
a coalition Cabinet. After the urgent manifesto of 
last June, stating that “we have reached the limit 
of our capacity to bear privations,” it did not seem 
that any more holes could be punched in the German 
belt. Yet, by such stringent measures as paying part 
of the doles in kind, halting Government building for 
three years, reducing high pensions and abrogating 
long-term contracts by private firms with employes 
drawing more than $3500 a year, additional savings 
to the Government and business are made possible. 
The moratorium followed closely upon Germany’s cry 
of distress. It freed her from the reparations bur- 
den for a year and ameliorated conditions so that 
more economies may be introduced. That still 
greater savings should be needed, despite the mora- 
torium, testifies to her desperate domestic condition. 

The limited dictatorship imposed, for something 
like the tenth time since the republic began, is in 
keeping with the Constitution, which calls for such 
action to safeguard “public security and order.” 
Even with these powers, the President and Min- 
istry remain responsible to the Reichstag, which must 
approve every action. Hindenburg invoked this right 
in last year’s financial crisis, and the Government 
assumed dictatorial powers in July to save the banks 
in the “flight from the mark.” Under her fundamen- 
tal law, Germany cannot have a permanent or a one- 
man dictatorship. 

The Cabinet crisis finds Germany relatively better 
off than a year ago. Her foreign affairs are in a 
state of comparative calm. The moratorium and the 
Franco-German economic pact are beneficent influ- 
ences. The Austro-German tariff union project is 
officially dead and buried as a source of disturbance. 
Several war cries of the Hitlerite disturbers thus be- 
come obsolete, but the party’s refusal to join the new 
Cabinet shows its stubbornness is unabated. Elimina- 
tion of Dr. Julius Curtius, who drew fire for his con- 
clliatory policies as Foreign Minister, leaves his 
services available for the Franco-German economic 
board or at the Geneva conference. Chancellor 
Bruening fortunately will head the new Cabinet, and 
his previous record is cause for confidence. 
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A NEW “WEEK.” 

All sorts of remedies have been suggested to end 
the depression, but it remains for the Lions Interna- 
tional, a luncheon club society, to propose a “week.” 
Oct. 25 to 31 will be Business Confidence Week. We 
trust the Lions have consulted with the promoters of 
other “weeks,” to avoid hard feelings. Since every- 
one during Business Confidence Week will be urged 
to spend, for example, the populace will have exactly 
the opposite advice it gets during Thrift Week. What 
would a Thrift Weeker say to that? On the other hand, 
Smile Week, Buy a Banana Week, Don’t Forget Your 
Grandmother’s Birthday Week and others fit in per- 
fectly. Why not consolidate all such cheery weeks 
and hold them at the same time? The professional 
optimists could have a magnificent jamboree and, we 
dare say, no particular harm would be done. 
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LABYRINTHS. 

The ancient world knew those intricate series of 
chambers and winding passages, with notable exam- 
ples in Italy, Egypt, Lemnos and Crete. In the 
latter maze dwelt the fearful Minotaur, which annual- 
ly devoured the flower of Athenian youth, seven 
young men and seven maidens, until Theseus ended 
its voracious reign. Gardening also has its laby- 
rinths, where tall hedges set off involved pathways, 
and those who enter find themselves hopelessly lost, 
or leaving by the opening at which they started. At 
Hampton Court Palace is such a maze, more than 
200 years old, where the gallants and ladies of the 
court amused themselves for long afternoons by seek- 
ing to wind their way to the central garden, and 
then to get out again. 

St. Louis went many years without a labyrinth, 
either architectural or horticultural. Now, however, 
an excellent specimen is on view and crowded with 
wandering devotees of the ancient sport. At Lindell 
drive and Skinker boulevard, it challenges the spor- 
tive motorist with its deceptive curving paths, its con- 
crete obstacles and its tricky patches of greensward. 
Stop signs, cabalistic markers, red reflectors and 
pavement hieroglyphics add to its alluring mystery. 
An occasional street car rumbles through the center, 
further complicating the threading of its maze. By 
persistence and studied devotion to trial and error, 
safe passage may be accomplished, with only a hub 
cap or perhaps a fender left in the clutches of the 
Minotaur. . 
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NOTE ON THE NOBLE EXPERIMENT. 

Last year a celebrated chemical company put on 
the market an anti-freeze mixture for automobiles. 
It was not intended as a beverage: in fact, it was 
labeled “Poison!” ‘Yet under prohibition our drink- 
ers have attained a hardihood and a “tolerance” that 
spurs them ever to greater heights. So they drank 
the stuff and died. The chemical company regretted, 
even deplored, and sent the problem to the labora- 
tory. Such is the ingenuity of American industry 
that this year those who engage in anti-freeze high- 
balls, cocktails or fizzes will do so with impunity, 
at least so far as this particular brand is concerned. 
In addition to a bitter mixture calculated to daunt 
the most ferocious appetite, the stuff is equipped with 
an emetic, “to serve,” as the company’s house organ 
puts it, “as a safety feature.”

Britain Goes Off the Gold Standard 


Government's action “almost a relief,” though people feared and discussed it before- 
hand as a great«disaster; little danger in controlled currency decline; in fact, it 
eases budget problem and serves purpose of a tariff better than a tariff itself; 
huge expenditures of past weeks to bolster value of sterling now at an end.

, HE emergency measures announced 
T os the Government include the prohibi- 

tion of the export of gold. The free 
export of gold is the technical instrument 
for assuring the preservation of the gold 
standard. When the export of gold is pro- 
hibited, there is nothing to prevent a Gov- 
ernment from inflating the currency. It 
does not, of course, follow that the Govern- 
ment will inflate. The export of gold was 
prohibited during the war, but the infla- 
tionary movement did not set in till after 
the war. 

Nevertheless, we must now regard our- 
selves as for the time being definitely off 
the gold standard. And once people have 
got it into their heads that the dreadful 
thing has happened, they may begin to won- 
der whether it is quite so dreadful as they 
had supposed. After all, we have only been 
on the gold standard for six years and got 
along very nicely before that—much better, 
in fact, than we have done sihce. In a 
way, the announcement is almost a relief. 
For some days it had seemed to be coming, 
and people talked of it beneath their breath 
as though it meant .the end of the world. 
Newspapers could not write of it frankly 
for fear of encouraging the very flight from 
sterling which it was desired to avoid. And 
80 a panicky feeling was fostered in a mor- 
bid atmosphere of whispered fears, 

There is really little reason for panic. 
The Bank of England has, of course, many 
millions of gold left and, it may be pre- 
sumed, some millions of the credits granted 
by America and France. At one time it be- 
gan to look as though there were. some 
danger of our losing these assets in a too 
zealous determination to preserve the gold 
standard at all costs. That would have been 
a great mistake. The question whether we 
are on or off the gold standard matters far 
less than the question whether we have the 
resources to deal firmly with the situation 
now that we are off the gold standard. 
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An uncontrolled currency collapse is a 
truly terrible thing,.and the memory of 
what Germany went through eight or more 
years ago has so impressed itself-on peo- 
ple’s imagination as to give a quite false 
idea of what is involved in a gradual or 
controlled currency decline. We have not 
yet come éven to that, and it may be that 
the measures still to be taken by the Gov- 
ernment and the banks to prevent people 
from acquiring foreign currencies except for 
good reason will prevent its ever happening. 
But it would be better to-regard it as a 
thing likely to happen and not.to be des- 
perately afraid of. After all, many people, 
like J. M. Keynes, have advocated it as 
,& deliberate policy, and it would no doubt 
provide a cure for part of our troubles. 

In the first place, it would do much bet- 
ter than a tariff what a tariff is now 
claimed to do. It would tend to rectify the 
balance of trade, for a fall in sterling would 
automatically provide a tpunty on or stim- 
ulus to our exports (as we used to know to 
our cost in the case of the mark and the 
franc) and at the same time a check to im. 
ports. Further, it would do something to 
relieve industry of impossibly high costs of 
production in relation to those of our com- 
petitors, And it would ease the problem of 
the budget. These huge and growing bur- 
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dens have at last proved too much for us. 

Mr. Churchill, when he put us back on 
the gold standard in 1925, probably 4d 
more than any other single individual to 
create the conditions which made the gold 
Standard impossible. Perhaps that is not 
really fair to Mr. Churchill. There have 
been so many others. Ever since the war 
and even before its end, the pundits of the 
city, beginning with the Cunliffe Commis- 
sion of 1918, have been dragging this coun- 
try along the path of deflation, and Mr. 
Churchill's rash act was only to put the 
coping-stone to a monument of folly which 
was already nearly completed. He wanted 
to be in at the opening ceremony, but he 
was not the architect. Still, if he had stayed 
his hand in 1925, it is quite possible that we 
should never have tied ourselves to the 
rigid gold standard which today we are 
again compelled to abandon. 
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Our monetary policy since the war has 
been laid down by bankers, it is hardly too 
much to say, for bankers. It has been 
based on the assumption that the interests 
of what is called the “city” precede those 
of industry not only because the “city” is 
itself an important British industry but be- 
cause, like the heart in the human body, 
on its regular and firm pulsation depends 
the general economic vigor of the country. 
Unhappily, the analogy is misleading. The 
“city” serves the needs of foreigners as well 
as, sometimes better than, those of English- 
men. It is not the supreme British industry, 
but just one among others. And the ques- 
tion will arise, “By whom and in whose 
interests is British monetary policy to be 
determined in the future, now that the need 
for redetermining policy has been forced 
upon us?” 

There is likely to be, as before, a strong 
demand from the “oity” to regard any.de.- 
preciation of sterling as temporary and to 
be countered by a fresh deflationary policy. 
It is far too early to say yet at what point 
sterling should be pegged again to gold, or 
whether, even, gold is again to be our 
standard of value. Let us first see what 
happens to our currency under the more or 
less free play of economic forces. Specula- 
tion and panic selling should so far as pos- 
sible be stopped. But there is no-reason 
at all for spending more of the taxpayer's 
money on holding sterling up to a figure 
which is above its true economic level. 

We have already spent enormous sums 
(perhaps £150,000,000) during the last few 
weeks On propping up sterling—that is, for 
the most part, on enabling rich people to 
transfer their wealth from this country to 
another at a figure unduly favorable to 
themselves and impoverishing to Great 
Britain. Let us have no more of that. We 
have sacrificed much to save the Prestige of 
the pound. And, after all, we have «not 
saved it. But we may learn by experience 
ae perhaps devise a monetary policy more 
truly suited to our needs as a manufactur- 
ing as well as a trading nation.

October Days; Lamb Souffle 
Is a New Recipe, 


Haven't you noticed that appe- 
tites at the family table have been 
picking up lately, #nd that there is 
an increased interest in food as a 
whole? And not only in eating, but 
in the preparation of it—it isn’t 
nearly so hard to plan appetizing 
meals in October ag it is in Auguct! 
This week's menus, published else- 
where in this section, are planned 
to appease heartier appetites, 

Roast young pork is delicious 
when there is a tang in the air, and 
roast stuffed tenderloin with escal- 
lope@ sweet potatoes and apples, 
and creamed white or yellow turnips 
makes a fine pork combination. 

Fresh peaches are still available, 
the last of the season. These may 
be stewed in a medium sugar syrup 
until tender, then frozen and served 
with whipped cream. Freeze for 
four hours in a mechanical refrig- 
erator or turn into a freezer and 
pack in crushed ice and salt—equal 
parts of each—freeze for three 
hours. 

Use sliced orange, a few peaches 
saved from dinner, a diced raw ap- 
ple and halved grapes for the fruit 
gelatine for Sunday supper, adding 
the fruit to a lemon, orange or 
raspberry base. 

Baked Bananas. 

Select ripe bananas, peel them 
and cut in half lengthwise and then 
across, making four pieces from 
each banana. Place in a baking 
dish, sprinkle very lightly with 
Sugar and a few grains of salt. 
Cover the bottom of the baking dish 
with water and bake the banahas 
in a moderate oven for 20 minutes, 
or until tender and slightly trans- 
parent around the edges. Serve 
hot with roast lamb or beef. If 
desired, the bananas may be baked 
around the meat, allowing 15 min- 
utes and basting twb or three times 
with the fat In the roasting pan. 

lamb Souffle. 

This is a new way to use up a 
little leftover roast lamb. Chop 
enough to make two cups. Melt 
four tablespoons butter or cooking 
fat and add four tablespoons flour. 
Mix well and stir in one cup milk 
or thin gravy and cook until thick- 
| ened and smooth. Add one tea- 
| Spoon grated onion, two table- 
‘spoons chopped parsley one tea- 
‘spoon lemon jyice,one-half teaspoon 
| Worcestershire sauce and two 
beaten egg yolks. Add the meat 
inext and then fold in the stiffly 
ibeaten whites of two eggs. Pour 
into greased shallow baking dish 
land bake in a hot oven for 35 min- 
‘utes. Serve hot with tomato or 
| parsley sauce. Serves four. 
Chicken Creole, 

Cut a stewing chicken in pleces 
for serving. Rinse in cold water, 
drain and sprinkle with flour, salt 
and pepper. Brown the pieces of 
| chicken quickly in a little hot fat 
land place them in a deep saucepan 
‘with one-half cup sliced celery, a 
| Shredded green pepper a large 
sliced onion, two cups canned to- 
matose one cup boiling water, one 
i'teaspoon salt. Cover closely and 
simmer for 60 minutes or until the 
chicken is almost tender. Add one- 
half cup washed anl drained rice. 
| Continue cooking until the rice and 
/chicken are tender. Turn out on aj 
hot platter for sérving. The rice 
should absorb most of the gravy. 

Baked Apple Dumplings. 


| half teaspoon salt, three teaspoons 
|baking powder, two tablespoons 
sugar. Rub in five tablespoons 
shortening and when well blended 
add one-half cup water or enough 
to make a soft dough. Turn out on 
a lightly floured board and roll to 
‘arectangular sheet about one- 
fourth inch thick. Cut in four 
squares and place a small, peeled 
and cored apple on each square. 
Fill the cavity in the apple with 
sugar and a teaspoen of aerange 
marmalade. Fold up the sides of 
teh dough to cover apple and pinch 
edges firmly together. Place 
dumplings in a greased baking pan, 
put a small piece of butter on each 
one and bake in a hot oven for 25 
to 20 minutes or until well browned 
and tender. Serve with warm 
cream or hard sauce. 


TRIMMING FOOD BUDGETS 


When food budgets must be 
trimmed more closely, readjust 
breakfast menus so that they con- 
sist of a fruit, a generous serving 
of one of the cooked cereals, bread 
rf one sort or another and a hot 
beverage. Cereals are one of the 
foods that supply a large amount 
of food value for little cost. 

Where time is an element to be 
considered, try soaking the cereal 
overnight in water, milk or part 
milk and part water, then cooking 
it for 15 to 20 minutes in the morn- 
ing. When milk can be used to 
cook the’cereal that much more is 
added to the nutritive value.

GETS NEW TRIAL ON APPEAL | 


Brother of Former Attorney-Gen- | 
cral Under Sentence for Misap- 
plying Depository’s Funds.

Daugherty, former head of the de- 
funct Ohio State Bank at Wash- 
ington Court House, obtained a 
new trial by order of the Ninth 
District Court of Appeals today.
